To  Hi^  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital  would  pre- 
sent their  sixty-second  annual  report,  including  the  reports  of 
the  superintendent  and  the  treasurer,  setting  forth  in  detail 
the  executive  and  financial  affairs  of  the  institution. 

These  officers  with  the  staff  have  managed  the  hospital  with 
great  efficiency.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  care  and  renova- 
tion of  the  buildings,  and  additions  involving  substantial  out- 
lays of  money,  the  plumbing  and  sanitary  improvements  and 
the  erection  of  a  new  building  for  the  maintenance  of  patients 
engaged  in  farm  work,  both  undertaken  under  special  State 
appropriations,  have  proceeded  with  economy  and  despatch. 

We  have  made  a  change  in  the  farmer,  and  have  received  one 
resignation  from  the  staff  of  assistant  physicians. 

During  the  year  one  of  the  trustees,  Mrs.  Ellen  S.  Hale  of 
Boston,  has  been  compelled,  because  of  ill  health,  to  retire 
from  the  Board.  Her  faithful  and  intelligent  service  has  been 
of  great  value  to  the  institution  and  to  the  State.  The  vacancy 
so  caused  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Sarah  E. 
Whitin  of  Whitinsville. 

The  year  has  been  marked  also  by  the  death  of  Dr.  George 
Chandler,  who,  first  as  assistant  to  the  first  superintendent,  Dr. 
Woodward,  and  later  succeeding  him  as  superintendent  from 
1846  to  1856,  filled  a  most  important  place  in  the  establishment 
of  a  kind,  careful  and  intelligent  system  of  the  treatment  of 
the  insane  in  Massachusetts,  and  earned  an  honorable  repu- 
tation among  the  eminent  specialists  in  his  profession. 
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Our  wards  have  been  crowded  with  patients,  but  the  business 
depression  and  the  lessening  of  incomes  throughout  the  State 
have  shown  their  effect  in  the  increasing  number  of  applications 
for  the  reduction  of  the  price  of  board  of  private  patients,  and 
in  the  numbers  of  those  hitherto  cared  for  by  their  friends  who 
have  been  made  public  charges.  Many  of  these  appeals  are 
very  touching.  We  believe,  however,  that  with  great  economy 
the  hospital  can  be  conducted  throughout  the  year  without 
a  deficiency,  and  without  resort  to  the  Legislature  for  any 
appropriation  other  than  involved  in  finishing  the  special  work 
now  in  progress  of  completion.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital. 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
hospital  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1894,  it  being  the  sixty- 
second  annual  report. 

There  remained  at  the  hospital  Oct.  1,  1893,  ^^Q  patients, 
—  439  men  and  447  women;  231  men  and  206  women  were 
discharged,  71  men  and  35  women  died,  and  292  men  and  289 
women  were  admitted,  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  official  year 
924  patients,  —  429  men  and  495  women.  Of  this  number 
272  were  supported  by  the  State,  508  by  cities  and  towns  and 
144  by  friends.  Of  the  437  discharged,  102,  including  4 
habitual  drunkards,  were  reported  recovered;  58,  including  3 
habitual  drunkards,  much  improved ;  84  improved  ;  and  192 
not  improved.  Twenty-seven  men  and  19  women  were  re- 
moved by  the  overseers  of  the  poor ;  45  men  and  35  women 
were  discharged  to  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Char- 
ity, to  be  removed  from  the  State  ;  4  men  and  25  women  were 
transferred  to  Tewksbury ;  15  men  and  15  women  to  West- 
borough ;  18  men  to  Bridgewater ;  and  21  men  to  the  Worces- 
ter Asylum.  One  woman  was  returned  to  the  prison  at 
Sherborn  ;  2  women  were  boarded  out ;  and  10  men  escaped, 
and  had  not  been  returned  to  the  hospital  at  the  end  of  the 
official  year. 

Eecognizing  the  fiict  that  many  of  the  patients  placed  in  our 
hands  are  restrained  of  their  liberty  quite  as  much  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  community  as  for  their  own  good,  we  always  try 
by  the  exercise  of  due  care  and  vigilance  to  prevent  their 
escape  from  the  hospital ;  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
safe-keeping  is  not  our  only  duty  toward  such  patients.  Even 
in  cases  of  criminals  who  become  insane,  the  law  provides  that 
they   shall  be  treated  as  sick  persons,   and   have    everything

necessary  to  ameliorate  their  condition  and  cure  their  malady. 
To  always  so  restrain  them  that  escape  is  impossible  would  in 
effect  make  a  prison  of  the  hospital,  and  in  a  great  measure 
defeat  its  chief  purpose.  The  fact  that  in  a  majority  of  the 
cases  of  insanity  we  cannot  consult  the  wishes  of  our  patients, 
and  are  obliged,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  to  curtail  their 
personal  liberty,  seriously  complicates  the  treatment  of  this 
disease.  Freedom  of  movement  calms  the  patient's  restless- 
ness, makes  him  more  contented  and  helps  him  in  regaining 
self-control,  and  is,  therefore,  an  important  factor  in  his  treat- 
ment, and  should  be  granted  whenever  the  condition  of  the 
individual  will  warrant.  In  a  matter  so  vital  to  the  patient,  it 
is  better,  in  my  judgment,  to  err  on  the  side  of  giving  too 
much  rather  than  too  little  freedom  ;  and  the  fact  that  a  certain 
number  betray  our  confidence  and  escape  would  not  lead  me  to 
modify  my  opinion  or  practice  in  this  respect.  The  only  harm 
that  has  resulted  from  such  escapes  has,  according  to  my  ex- 
perience, been  to  the  patients  themselves ;  and  this  is  seldom 
worthy  of  consideration,  as  we  always  take  prompt  and  usually 
efficient  means  to  secure  their  return  when  their  condition 
really  demands  it.  Many,  however,  having  reached  home,  are, 
at  the  solicitation  of  their  friends,  allowed  to  remain  on  trial, 
but  they  appear  upon  our  yearly  reports  as  escaped.  Our 
returns,  therefore,  are  to  a  certain  extent  misleading,  since  the 
number  actually  at  large  and  unaccounted  for  is  much  smaller 
than  the  reports  would  seem  to  indicate. 

There  were  47  more  admissions  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  average  number  was  81)1). 91,  the  largest  within  the  history 
of  the  institution.  The  lowest  monthly  average  was  866.76, 
in  July;  the  highest  932.50,  in  April.  It  will  be  seen,  there- 
fore, that  the  pressure  upon  the  accommodations  of  the  hospital 
continues.  We  hope,  however,  for  relief  in  the  near  future. 
With  the  completion  of  our  new  farmhouse  and  the  alterations 
now  goino;  on  in  the  new  buildino;,  we  shall  be  able  to  care  for 
our  present  number  (900)  without  serious  discomfort. 

In  51  per  cent,  of  those  admitted  no  hope  of  recovery  could 
be  entertained,  since  they  were  suffering  from  some  form  of 
organic  brain  disease,  either  paresis,  epilepsy,  congenital 
mental  deficiency,  senile  failure,  apoplexy  or  dementia  incident 
to  the  terminal  stag-e  of  mania  and  melancholia.     One  hundred 
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and  twenty-two  li;id  been  inmates  of  this  or  other  hospitals. 
In  112  cases  there  was  hereditary  predisposition. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  upon  the  number  of 
discharges,  including  deaths,  was  18.76,  or  17.5  of  the  number 
admitted.  This  is  somewhat  less  than  in  former  years,  owing 
largely,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  habitual  drunkards  of  the 
male  sex,  each  of  whom,  under  the  old  system,  could  be  relied 
upon  for  one  or  more  recoveries  every  year,  are  no  longer 
admitted  to  the  hospital. 

The  death  rate  was  12.91,  calculated  upon  the  average  num- 
ber of  patients,  or  7.22  of  the  whole  number  under  treatment. 
Of  those  who  died,  4  were  over  eighty  years  old,  12  between 
seventy  and  eighty,  and  22  between  sixty  and  seventy. 

Among  the  causes  of  death,  4  were  due  to  acute  mania,  4  to 
acute  melancholia,  1  each  to  pneumonia,  dysentery,  shock  and 
suicide.  All  others  were  due  to  incurable  forms  of  disease. 
One  woman  died  from  shock  following  burns,  self-inflicted, 
she  having  purposely  set  fire  to  her  clothing  from  the  gas- 
light upon  the  hall.  One  man  was  drowned  at  the  lake  while 
out  on  parole.  No  one  saw  the  occurrence,  but  the  case  was 
probably  one  of  suicide,  although  from  the  position  of  the 
body  when  found  and  the  character  of  the  bank  where  the  acci- 
dent occurred,  it  possibly  might  have  been  unintentional.  In 
both  cases  the  medical  examiner  was  called  and  an  inquest 
held. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  various  local  clergymen  the 
usual  Sunday  afternoon  service  has  been  held  through  the 
year,  and  has  been  fully  attended  and  highly  appreciated  by 
our  inmates. 

Informal  2atherino;s  for  vocal  music  have  been  conducted  in 
the  chapel  on  Sunday  evenings  by  the  employees  and  patients. 
The  regular  Monday  evening  dances  have  been  held  during  the 
winter,  interspersed  with  lectures  illustrated  by  the  stereop- 
ticon,  and  with  very  enjoyable  entertainments,  consisting  of 
music  and  recitations,  gotten  up  and  managed  entirely  by 
inmates  and  employees. 

The  work  on  the  additions  to  the  north  wings  for  new  water 
sections,  begun  last  fall  but  discontinued  on  account  of  cold 
weather,  w^as  renewed  early  in  the  spring,  and  has  since  been 
carried  on  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  construc- 
tion.    The  four  additions  are  now  enclosed,  and  three  of  them 
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are  ready  for  the  plumbing  and  interior  finish.     We  hope  to 
have  them  completed  and  in  use  early  the  coming  year. 

In  connection  with  this  work  certain  alterations  have  been 
made  in  the  main  building,  as  an  additional  security  from  fire. 
The  staircases  in  the  Phillips  and  Lincoln  wards  have  been 
enlarged,  and  iron  and  slate  substituted  for  wood.  The 
wooden  lath  and  furring  have  been  torn  off  in  many  of  the  attic 
rooms,  the  walls  carried  up  in  brick,  and  the  ceilings  covered 
with  terra-cotta  or  metal  lathing. 

A  store-house  for  vegetables  and  supplies,  37  by  77  feet,  has 
been  built  in  the  rear  of  the  boiler-house,  and  in  connection 
with  the  "  straw  barn,"  so  called.  It  is  a  substantial  structure 
of  brick  and  stone,  three  stories  high,  with  cellar  underneath, 
and  contains,  together  with  the  barn  with  which  it  is  con- 
nected (and  which  has  been  altered  over  to  conform  in  its 
exterior  with  the  new  building),  15,600  square  feet  of  floor 
surface.  It  is  conveniently  arranged  for  the  unloading  and 
loading  of  goods,  and  is  a  much-needed  improvement,  as  here- 
tofore we  have  been  obliged,  from  lack  of  other  place,  to  use 
the  basement  under  the  wards  for  storage  of  vegetables,  —  a 
custom  neither  desirable  on  the  score  of  economy  nor  proper 
from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  The  cost  of  the  building, 
together  with  the  alterations  on  the  straw  barn,  was  $5,134.02. 

Early  in  the  year  plans  were  perfected  by  Messrs.  Fuller  & 
Delano  for  a  new  farm  building,  to  accommodate  fifty  patients 
employed  upon  the  farm,  together  with  the  farmer  and  his 
family  and  the  necessary  hired  help.  Bids  were  asked  for, 
and  the  contract  awarded  to  Messrs.  Vaudreuil  &  Fuller. 
Ground  was  not  broken  until  the  first  of  August ;  but  the  work 
has  since  been  rapidly  pushed,  and  the  building  is  at  the  pres- 
ent writing  covered  in,  and  will  no  doubt  be  finished  and 
ready  for  occupancy  on  or  before  the  first  of  March,  the  time 
specified  in  the  contract.  The  building  is  well  planned  and 
pleasantly  located,  and  seems  excellently  adapted  to  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  intended.  Although  designed  and  finished 
in  the  simplest  and  most  unpretentious  style,  it  presents  a  very 
pleasing  exterior.  Two  rooms  are  being  fitted  up  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  administration  building,  and  convenient  to  the 
general  ofiice,  for  laboratory  purposes.  They  are  to  be 
equipped    with    a    reference    library  and    with    the    necessary 
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instruments  for  chemical  analysis  and  microscopical  investiga- 
tion, and  will  furnish  opportunity  for  improved  medical  work. 

As  soon  as  the  necessary  plans  can  be  perfected,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  build  a  mortuary  in  the  rear  of  the  main  building,  but 
detached  therefrom,  with  the  necessary  reception  room  and 
rooms  for  autopsies  and  pathological  work. 

The  hospital  is  now  amply  equipped  with  everything  neces- 
sary to  enable  it  to  give  to  all  classes  of  its  patients,  however 
exacting  their  requirements,  the  best  possible  custodial  care  ; 
but  it  still  lacks  in  tacilities  for  treating  recent  and  curable 
cases  and  the  acute  sick.  Our  wards  are  so  large  and  our 
number  so  great  that  it  is  difficult  to  secure  always  the  isola- 
tion and  special  care  which  recent  cases  demand,  unless  the 
friends  of  the  patient  are  able  to  provide  them  extra  attend- 
ance and  private  quarters.  Patients  are  from  necessity  often 
brought  into  intimate  contact,  at  the  most  critical  period  of 
their  disease,  with  the  turbulent  and  with  those  whose  minds 
are  full  of  morbid  notions  in  regard  to  themselves,  the  hospital 
and  their  treatment ;  and  the  example  and  influence  to  which 
they  are  thus  subjected  tend  largely  to  counteract  the  best  ef- 
forts of  the  physician  and  attendants,  and  no  doubt  frequently 
retard  or  even  preclude  recovery.  Our  present  sick  ward  was 
planned  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  limited  number  of  patients, 
and  we  have  now  entirely  outgrown  its  capacity,  and  are 
obliged  to  place  many  of  our  acute  sick  on  wards  not  arranged 
for  such  cases.  With  our  present  number  of  inmates  we 
should  have  a  hospital  ward  distinct  from  the  main  building, 
conducted  upon  the  lines  of  a  general  hospital,  with  a  corps  of 
trained  nurses  and  all  the  modern  appliances  for  the  treatment 
of  nervous  diseases.  With  a  view  to  supplying  this  want  in 
the  near  future,  your  Board  has  authorized  me  to  procure  plans 
for  the  necessary  buildings,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  the  same. 

Dr.  Lyman  A.  Jones  has  resigned  his  position  as  assistant 
physician,  the  resignation  to  take  effect  the  coming  January. 
He  leaves  the  institution  with  the  intention  of  entering  general 
practice,  after  spending  some  months  in  study  abroad.  Dur- 
ing the  three  years  of  his  service  here  he  has  proved  a  skilful, 
efficient  and  faithful  assistant,  and  a  most  courteous  gentleman, 
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and  he  leaves  the  institution  with  the  best  wishes  of  every  one 
for  his  future  success. 

The  current  expenses  of  the  year,  less  the  amount  received 
for  the  articles  sold,  have  been  $156,200.55;  dividing  this  by 
899.91,  the  daily  average  number  of  patients,  gives  $173.58  as 
the  annual  cost  of  support,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  weekly 
cost  of  $3.33.
